To countermine theſe Stratagems, Poverty diſpatches a Compa- 
ny of needy Gallants into the Enemies Territories, who did won-" 
derful execution : For in lefs than one Months time, by the help of _ 

Hf EPIC ant faifer- DET T3; arar fe TRE CURES 14 ee - 
rifhips, and continual D*baiir{--s, two Thouſand Country-2quires, 
Altermens Sons, and other Cuilics*of2minent note, heretofore in 
the Prince de Por's.Court, were brought in Priſoners to their 
Garriſon of Beggers-buſh. Beſides, he hired a patcel of Hacknez- 
Clarks, and Sma7-Conveyancers, who getting ſecretly into his Ene- 
mies Magazine, by leaving out, or razing Ses Heirs, in perpc- 
tuum, warran?' 5 Defend* Quit-claim, Solvellums, Habendums, 
Tenendums, and ſuch other Quilletical Provifo's, rendered their 
Ammunition unſerviceable. Thereby betraying fair Eſtates, as 
faſt as heretofore Towns ſurrendered to French Piltols. 

The War being maintained thus obſtinately, a ſad Accident 
happened in the Camp of Kiches : For a terrible new Diſcaſe;worſe 
than the Griping of the Guts, called the-gnawing of the Conſci-

Their Souls were deſ- 
perate, and their Bodies conſumed ; weafy of their Lives, and 
yet compelled to live for further Miſeries ; So that both States be-" 
ing almoſt ruined by theſe Contentions, began nov to wiſh for 
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
